The University of Notre Dame, Ind., possesses 
an original painting by the great master of the 
Flemish school, Antonio Van Dyke. Means were 
taken last summer to preserve, this precious 
monument, on which occasion Signor Gregori, 
then of this city, directed the following to the 
Very Rev. E. Sorin, C. S. E., Superior General of 
Notre Dame, congratulating him on the posses¬ 
sion of so rare a work of art and thanking him 
in general for the interest which he has always 
taken in the fine arts: 

Chicago, III., Oct. 10,1SS1.— Very Reverend 
and Dear Father: Your delicate appreciation 
of works of art inspired you with a happy 
thought when you examined the magnificent 
painting which I told you to be unquestionably 
the work of Antonio Van Dyke. Allow me, 
very reverend father^to congratulate you for 
having protected a wnrk of such merit’ against 
the ravages of time by the careful attention 
which you bestowed upon it. This painting is 
worthy to stand beside the paintings of the 
Anaelo of Urbino in the Vatican, and would be 
a credit to the most illustrious art galleries 
of Europe: and, very reverend father, I 
think it but right that your love of the fine arts, 
and your constant and unwearied patron¬ 
age of them, should meet with the rec¬ 
ognition and the approval which they 
so well deserve, and with which art should al¬ 
ways be encouraged. For my part, 1 will not 
speak rashly; but, with the knowledge that I 
have of works of art, 1 can certify that this is 
an original painting of Van Dyke. You can set 
a very high value upon it, and should you feel 
inclined to sell it ask any price you please, be¬ 
cause a Flemish painting of this size* and merit 
is extremely rare and dilficult to be found. 

Please excuse my long letter. Rut as artist I 
could not but thank you in the name of art for 
the kind attention you have bestowed upon this 
precious painting, and congratulate you in gen- 
oral for me care and patronage Avhieti you ex¬ 
tend to the art department of your university, 
e the honor to be your humble servant.
